Major Barry called for any unfinished 

' busineee. There waa no report to offer. 
New business was then scted upon 
Councilman Conrad spoke in behalf of 
Tax Collector Short, who has the city tax 
book for the year 1898. He said all of 
the collectable taxes had been collected, 
and the balance could not be collected 
unless the law wai resorted to. The

Along the Way. 

Dallas, Tax.,— Dec. 23, 1809.— Dear 
John:— While spending the day in this 
city my mind naturally drifts back to 
dear old hospitable State and it is cen- 
tralised uh the noble connty of Bracken- 
idge which affords the best county 
paper in tbe State and through which 
columns I am permitted to speak to mv 
many friends. 

I left Kentucky on Dec. 13th and on 
the 14th I landed in 8t. Louis, tbe me- 
tropolis of Missouri and of the West 
This city is the greatest railroadcenter in 
the union and furnibses the beet con- 
nection from the East to tbe Weat. I 
continued my trip via the Missouri, 
Kansas & Texas Railway and beheld the 
most pictureique scenery of the West 
I was permitted a stop over at Ssdalia 
and Ft Scott. These cities are of much 
note in connection with toe history of 
Frank and Jesse James. I was cited to 
some noted points where they had dis- 
played their bravery. On tbe ltith I 
continued my trip through the Nation 
where we once more saw the soil for we 
had been passing through 0-inch snow. 
There we found the cowboy herding bis 
immense droves which in some cases 
numbered thiee thousand, 
sionally saw tbe keen eye of the brave 
Indian casting a glimpse at the window 
and in appearance saying "Depart, I 
never knew you." 

We then crossed the colored waters 
the Red river and entered the Lone Star 
state where each State in the Union is 
represented by citizens who are engaged 
in all classes of business. On Sunday 
morning when I awoke from a pleasant 
night's repose, at McKinney, Texas, I 
gsssd upon the vast prairie which is 
unsurpassable soil and which takes tbe 
lead in agriculture. Tbe roads were aa 
bard as aspbslt and we could easily glide 
over them in buggies at tbe rate of ten 
miles per hour. But on Sunday night a 
rain fell and it has been almost impossi- 
ble to travel since in any manner^ on 
account of the black wax.

Free Coinage of Silver The Shib- 
boleth of the Democratic 



Doomed Unless a Change Is

'Get together! Let the majority rule!" 
are the keynotes of J. W. H. in the l«t 
! of the News from the stirring pen 
wielded at Big Spring by my old friend 
and neighbor. Mr. Hsrdin, I well re- 
member, made those Hire* predictions 
he mentions, notably the first: "None 
of you men will live to see a law on any 
te book authorizing tbe free and 
nited coinage of ailver at the ratio 
of 16 to 1." The second prediction (I 
believe it, however) hita me sore and 
should all Demociats: "None of you 
older men will ever live to see another 
Democratic President." This is still a 
harder blow, but 



You may never live to 
see another Democratic Governor of 
Kentucky." 

Hardin gives the "matchless" 
caatic and well-timed rub. He 
carry "like a cyclone" worth a 
did he? And what Mr. Hardin 
hoot the "judges of our Supreme 
Court," the President, and getting 
down to Coxey, Kelly and what the 
matchless" said is fit food for every sen- 
sible Democrat in the whole United 
States to chew and digeat. John G. Car- 
Hale an arch-traitor! Tbe nobleat states- 
man on record! A man who was Speaker 
of the National House of Representa- 
tives, an office next to the President.

The change of the money standard from 
gold to silver was declared the nation's 
salvation.

Mr. Bryan 
declared, with those who (ollowed bim, 
that it was impoeeible to restore proi 
ity uolees free coinsgeol silver should be 
provided for by legislation, "l.ur" party 
(Mr. Hardin's, mine and Carlisle's) 
maintained that the preservation of the 
present standard of money, or the ' gold 
would revive induatries, 
of markets and the full 
ployment of labor. Before 1896 the 
Democrats recogniz-d in their National 
platform that the gold standard should 
be maintained and that all money should 
be maintained at a parity by our legista 
tion It was an accepted doctrine that 
free coinage of silver would bring mono- 
metallism and a debased standard of 
money. Mr. Hardin tells us the result 
Free coinage of silver has been before 
and since 1890 the shibboleth of one 
wing of the Democratic party, the one 
thing above all others it wished to at- 
tain, if we are to judge from tbe tide of 
the time and the promised nomination 
of Mr. Bryan, the "matchless," its pur- 
pose is to force this issue of disaster into 
the campaign of 1900. 

Our country is prosperous ( Wsll Street 
isn't ths world), money 1b plentiful and 
the beat money, the money of tbe world. 
And. as Mr. Hardin tells us, we will 
never see another Democratic President 
In consequence of this fanatical issue, led 
by a fanatic on this one issue. Mr. Hsr- 
din is a sound reasoner, a wise counsellor 
and a conservative Democrat, and dislikes 
"pet names" applied to lifelong Demo- 
crats

FOR QOOD ROADS. 



The sunject of good roads in Kentucky 
is about to be tsken np by the National 
Automobile Company and the National 
Carriage and Wagon Builders according 
letter received by the Commercial 
club from E G. Harrison, the road ex- 
pert, who is now in the State lecturing 
i good roads, says the Courier-Journal. 
It is proposed to hold a State conven- 
tion in Louisville early iu the new year 
at which every county in the State will 
represented. Tbe convention will 
;bree days, and questions pertaining 
to tbe building of good roads will be dis- 
;d. At this convention it is ex- 
pected that both the aut imobil* com - 
pany and the wagon builders will bet 
represented and take tuch action as is 
necessary to begin the building of roads 
Mr. Harrison Bays that free rural mail 
delivery will be taken up and Postmaster 
General Smith and Perry Heath, tbe 
assistant, will be asked to lend their in- 
fluence in this iniuer aud if possible es- 
tablish free delivery in all of the impor- 
ant counties In the State. 

Mr. Harrison nays he proposes to push 
tin road work in th» *o it^i next y-ar 
and will incorporate all Sute societies 
with the In tr ti i- Good R>aJs and Im- 
provement Association, of which Col. 
W. H Moore is president. 

No date has been fixed for the Sute 
convention to be held at Louisville, but 
it Is the idea of Mr. Harrison to have it 
in January — [Deensboro Messenger. 



Louisville, Ky., Dec 27— Two hun- 
dred school teschere representing nearly 
everv section of the State assembled in 
the chapel of the Boys' High School this 
morning for the annual meeting of the 
Kentucky Educational Association. The 
meeting promises to be tbe most impor 
tant yet held. School legislation will be 
discussed snd steps will be taken to lay 
the compulsory education law before the 
Legislature. An effort will be made to 
make tbe law more effective and to reach 
more children. It is proposed to make 
the age limit six to eighteen inste* 
eight to fourteen ss at present. The 
Association will be in session three days.

The Business of Road 
Building. 

MODERN MACHINERY 

NECESSARY. 



Editor Bbkckenbidge News— Having 
lately finished the work of organisation 
of Agriculture and Good Roads Clubs, 
and taking also an humble part in many 
of the Farmers' Institutes, I am very de- 
slrous of this good work being carried 
out as contemplated by our Bureau of 
Agriculture along the lines mapped out. 

Now and then we have found men 
who in their desire to aid this work have 
been very helpful and knowing your pa- 
per has done much in this direction, I 
have concluded to write you my con- 
gratulations. 

If tbe papers all over tbe state had 
taken tbe same interest yon have, we 
would have had the work well in hand. 
I therefore congratulate you and trust 
that your own county will profit by the 
efforts being made. 1 am well aware 
that your connty la not an exception and 
tbe officials should look well to such or- 
ganization and effort as will secure good 
results. 

The preseot road system of many 
counties is the same we have bad for 
fifty years or more, and no law oould be 
worse. Some counties have made some 
changes but many have three or four 
supervisors, all of whom would not know 
a good road were tuey permitted to see 
one. This all means inefficient service 
and consequently great loss of money. 

An efficient civil engineer of practi- 
cal sense with a good backbone would 
be a great improvement. This 
should have charge of the road building 
and repairing, and by giving him a sal- 
ary and requiring a good bond from bim 
every county would not onl f secure ' 
ter service and better roads, but they 
would eliminate tbe many jobs and pets 
of eo many multiplied supervisors and 
would-be road builders. Your county, 
I suspect, hss been filched, as many oth- 
er counties have been in the - state, and 
will continue to be iup >sed on unless 
you make the change indicated. 

When I waa in your midst I saw some 
very fiue stone for building pik.s. It is 
unfortunate that your officiala cannot 
see the error cf their way in continuing 
persistently in their old way. Some 
the officials of the counties of our si 
do not feel snffleient interest in I 
matter to go forward in the work, 
have learned through some parties that 
you are endeavoring to get out of the 
old ruts, and I hail with pleasure every 
effort made in this direction. I 
those at the wheel will in the spring 
move off in the right direction and that 
your good people will have reason to be 
proud of the new departure. 

Every county in the state making an 
effort In this direction should bear in 
mind tbe importance of securing modern 
machinery, before endeavoring to make 
a foot of road, and the most important 
man bine is the Road Roller, 

Roller Grade Crusher, two-wheel 
scrapers, dump carte, plows, picks and 
shovels are all important and necei 
to build modern roads, and no c 
prove economical roads in the end 

I am now thoroughly convinced that 
some counties are certain to go to work 
in the right way in tbe spring, and I hail

Selection and Preparation of 
Feeding Stuffs Controlled 
by Many Factors. 

HOW TO GET BEST RESULTS. 

To simplify matters for th« farmHr, cal- 
culation* have b^en made of the amounts 
Of digestible protein, fat anil catbohy- 
drates contained in UNI pounds each of a 
large number of more commonly used 
foedinx stuffs. As has been fully 
plained above, they are derived from 
averages of composition and of digestibil- 
ity, both of which are subject to con- 
siderable variation. Iu calculating them 
American analyses and digestion coeffi- 
cients found in American experiments 
were us. d as far as possible They are 
the figures which the farmer has to con- 
sult to Bad the food value of a material 
in selecting his feeding stuffs or making

ami energy power of the fooJ. It will 
be remembered that one of the primary 
functions of the food is to produce beat 
for the body and energy for work. The 
yalue of food for this purpose is meas- 
ured in "heat units" or "calories." and is 
calculated from the nutrient* digested.

It will be remembered that the pr:- 
mary function! of food are to repair the 
waste of the body, to promote growth in 
immature animals, and to furnish heat 
and energy. And for these purposes 
only the digestible portion of the food is 
to be taken into account. The amount 
oi digestible protein, fat and carbohy- 
drates in a ration is an indication of its 
fitness to fulfill these purposes. The 
next ijuestion is, How much of these ma- 
terials does an animal rtcjuire. and in 
what proportion should they be given? 
Tbia differs with the purpose lor which 
the animal is kept, whether it is grow- 
ing, being fastened, used for work

atall mjuirea leas food nutrients than 
one whi?h is worked hard every day. 
That is, in drawing heavy loads the ani- 
mal breaks down a certain amount of 
muscular tissue, which must be replaced 
by protein in the food, and it uses en- 
ergy or force, which is also furnished bv 
the food nutrients. In standing in the 
barn it still r< quires some protein, fat 
and carbohydrates to perform the neces- 
sary functions of the body, as digestion, 
to maintain heat in winter, to grow a 
new coat of hair, etc. But if it is fed the 
same ration ss when working hard the 
tendency is to get fat. 



In selecting feeding stuffs for his stock 
the farmer will naturally be governed by 
the conditions of the market. The cost 
of feeding stuffs is controlled by other 
factors than the actual amounts of food 
materials which they contain; indeed, 
there often appears to be very little con- 
nection between the two. Bearing in 
mind that the protein is the most expen- 
sive ingredient, the farmer can make hia 
selection with the aid of the tables 
showing the digestible materials in Iihi 
pounds. These will show him whether 
wheat at 5o cents per bushel is a cheaper 
feed than corn at oo cents, and how glu- 
ten ineal at Jj:i per ton compares with 
linseed meal at 0*7. In these compari- 
sons only the protein and fuel value need 
necessarily be considered, of course, the 
special adaptability and the reverse of 
some materials to different kinds of ani- 
mals will be taken into account. 

But another important consideration 
where fertilizers or manures have to be 
relied upon is the manurial value of a 
feeding stuff. This is shown by the ni- 
trogen in the protein and the phosphoric 
acid and potash in the ash. Feeding 
■tuffs differ widely in this respect, wheat 
bran and cotton seed meal having a high

U. 8. A. T. " Warren " sailing on tbe 
following dev. Nothing but sea-sickness 
happened nntil we arrived at Honolulu 
on the 27th cf April. Remaining htte 
for turee days we were offered an ele- 
gant opportunity to visit the city. The 
many points of interest were visited and 
in speaking of the beauty of tbe city I 
will say that it it just such a place aa 
God had designed the Garden ol Eden to 
be before the downfall of Adam.
